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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

2. A single claim which claims both an apparatus and the method steps of using the 
apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Claim 21 contains 
method steps of ejecting and recovering a printing liquid in an inkjet printing apparatus, 
as well as inkjet printing apparatus limitations including a piezoelectric element, droplet 
recovery member, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 

non-statutory subject matter. Since the claim includes both method steps and 

apparatus limitations the claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine," but 

rather embraces or overlaps two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 

U.S.C. 101 which is drafted so as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the 

alternative only. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5-19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
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6. The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "droplet recovery member 
provided adjacent to the printing liquid containing chamber, such that the droplet 
recovery member is in contact with the surface of the printing liquid contained within the 
printing liquid containing chamber and facing toward the surface of the printing liquid 
(emphasis added)" in combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in claims 
1 and 18 and their dependent claims.
